DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment and Arguments 

Applicant's amendments and arguments submitted on 3/21/09 were fully 
considered. The previous rejections are withdrawn due to applicant's amendments. 

Applicant argues that WO 00/27654 to Goldstein and US 6,128,735 also to 
Goldstein are separate references and that the declaration of common ownership 
submitted on 9/18/08 should have been sufficient to disqualify the '735 reference. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant. The '654 reference and the '735 
reference were both publications of US application 08/978,392, had the same inventors, 
and disclosed the exact same subject matter. As such, these references should not be 
considered separate references, but rather the same reference which was published 
multiple times on different dates. Because the WO 00/27654 serves as evidence that 
application 08/978,392 also has a 102(a) publication date, the declaration of common 
ownership was properly rejected as being insufficient to disqualify the '735 reference. 

Applicant's remaining remarks are directed towards the newly amended 
limitations found in independent claim 1 and were also fully considered. The application 
is allowed in light of the amendments made by applicant.
